Lehr resignation further clouds state politics 


JE F F E R S O N CITY, Mo. <AP - State 
Auditor George Lehr's resignation an­ 
nouncement adds another in a series of 
shocks and surprises to what must be the 
most unusual political year in Missouri 
history. 


It could mean that when Missouri 
voters decide on their next governor at 
the Nov. 2 general election, they'll also 
be choosing the man who’ll name their 
next auditor, or it could mean the voters 
will actually be deciding on candidates 
for auditor. 


While Lehr said the timing of his 
resignation announcement depends on an 
attorney general's opinion on how he's to 
be succeeded in office, staffers in the 


secretary ot state's office were resear­ 
ching election laws 
One section of state law 
that applying 
directly to the auditor's office 
provides 
that when a vacancy occurs the governor 
shall immediately appoint an auditor to 
fill out the rest of the term in which the 
vacancy occurred 
But another broader statute, which 
covers all statewide offices except lieute­ 
nant governor, says appointees to such 
offices shall continue in office until the 
first Monday in January following the en­ 
suing general election, with the two 
years remaining in the term to be filled 
by a person elected at the general 
election. 
While most statewide offices are filled 


at the same time as a presidential elec­ 
tion, since 1950 the auditor has been 
chosen for four-year terms during off 
years. 
Lehr wants those contradictions in the 
law cleared up by the attorney general s 
opinion, before he'll make effective his 
resignation He said that if the opinion 
finds that a governor must choose his' 
successor,

If the attorney general finds that 
Lehr's immediate resignation would re­ 
quire a vote Nov. 2 to fill that office, the 
Republican and Democratic state com­ 
mittees would have to meet to choose a 


state auditor candidate to run for Lehr's 
unexpired term 
Under state law, the committees would 
have to come up with their candidates 
Oct 
3. 30 
days before the general 
election 
John 
M cllroy, 
chairman of 
the 
Democratic 
State Committee, said he 
would be "extremely anxious that the of 
fice be filled by the electorate as opposed 
to it being filled by the governor ’’ 
He said that since a Democrat now 
holds the office, the party should be given 
a chance to elect another Democrat to it 
rather than having a Republican 
ap 
pointed by Bond 
“ If it was definitely established that 
the state committee had the duty of 


selecting some candidate to be on the 
ballot, the sooner we did that the better 
off we would be." Mcllroy said He noted 
that the committee would have only 
about two weeks to choose a candidate 
and that it takes seven days notice to call 
a committee meeting

Bond has experience in appointing 
auditors When he resigned the auditor s 
office to become governor in 1973, he

A spokesman for Bond said Saturday 
that the governor was campaigning over 
the weekend and would be considering 
the auditor situation on Monday 
At the time Bond selected Ashcroft in 
1972, the names of Springfield attorney 
Dee Wampler and insurance executive 
Jerry Lumpe were being mentioned as 
possible auditor selections 
The Democratic State Committee has 
already had to choose one candidate for 
the general election It selected Warren 
E Hearnes as its I S Senate nominee 
after Congressman Jerrv Litton, who 
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Kissinger aides 
report progress 


P R ETO R IA , South Africa (A P) - 
Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 
flew to Zambia today and his aides 
claimed he has advanced prospects of 
black rule for Rhodesia and South-West 
Africa Prime Ministers Ian D. Smith of 
Rhodesia and John Vorster of South 
Africa also said progress had been 
achieved in their weekend talks with 
Kissinger. 
As Kissinger went to Lusaka to tell 
President Kenneth Kaunda about his 
discussions with the two white leaders, 
Smith flew home and declared that “ con­ 
crete results” had emerged He told a 
broadcast 
interviewer 
there 
was 
a 
chance of a constitutional settlement 
between Rhodesia's blacks and whites 
“ in the near future.” 
Vorster told reporters -that progress 
had been made on both issues and 
predicted that a Rhodesian settlement 
could result. 
“ I am prepared to say that if both sides 
in the Rhodesian dispute work together 


in good faith on the basis of proposals put 
forward, it can lead to a solution of the 
Rhodesian problem," Vorster said in an 
interview 


Smith and several of his cabinet 
ministers who accompanied him to the 
South African capital flew 
home to 
Salisbury on Sunday after two four-hour 
sessions with Kissinger. Smith was to 
present joint U.S.-British proposals for 
black rule to his cabinet and to the 
caucus of his ruling Rhodesian Front 
party. 
“ I'm satisfied that Mr. Smith and his 
very close 
collaborators 
will 
report 
favorably to their other colleagues,“ 
Kissinger said. Twice before. Smith's 
supporters have repudiated accords on 
Rhodesia’s constitutional future that he 
initialed with the British government. 
The U.S.-British plan calls for a com­ 
mitment to black majority rule within 
two years, a constitutional conference in 
Geneva, broadening of the Rhodesian 
cabinet to include black nationalists and

SWAPO, to join negotiations to arrange 
independence and black rule for the ter­ 
ritory which South Africa has controlled 
since World War I SWAPO is recognized 
by the United Nations as the represen­ 
tative of the black majority in the ter­ 
ritory-.

Socialist rule ends 
Sweden swings right 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden 
(AP> 
A 
coalition of three moderate parties ended 
44 years of Socialist government in 
Sweden today with a national election 
victory that may also set back leftist par 
ties elsewhere in Western Europe Stocks 
in Sweden spurted upward on news of the 
moderate victory, which was interpreted 
as 
e n co u ra g e m e n t 
for 
p riv a te 
investment. 


Prime Minister Olof Palme scheduled 
a meeting late this afternoon with his 
cabinet and said “ W ell resign very 
soon ” The new prime minister will be 
Thorbjorn Falldin, the 50-year old head 
of the Center party 


With only 50,000 to 60,000 postal ballots 
still to be counted, the coalition of the 
Center, Conservative and Liberal parties 


had .*0 7 per cent of the 5,359,921 ballots 
counted and 180 seats in the 349 seat 
parliamennt Palme s Social Democrats 
and their Communist supporters had 47 6 
per cent and 169 seats 


Although the victorious coalition is 
likely to improve relations with the 
United Slates after the seven prickly 
years in which Olof Palme was prime 
minister, all three parties are committed 
to Sweden's traditional neutral foreign 
policy and to the welfare state that 
Palme's Social Democratic party built 
up 


The effect of the election was likely to 
be felt most keenly in West Germany, 
where the Social Democratic party led 
by Helmut Schmidt is engaged in a hard 


fight to stay in power in the national elec­ 
tion Oct 3 
The Swedish Social Democrats are to 
the left of the German Socialist party, 
and 
the 
West 
Germ an 
Christian 
Democrats are much more conservative 
than the Swedish moderates 
But the 
Swedish results were expected to give 
momentum to the Christian Democrats 


In France, where Sweden has often 
been held up as a model, the ouster of the 
Swedish Socialists is likely to have an 
adverse effect on the alliance of French 
Socialists and Communists in municipal 
elections next year and parliamentary 
elections in 1978 


The historic Socialist defeat came 
after a quiet almost polite election cam 
paign 
Carter's tax plan: more talk than facts 


WASHINGTON ( A P > - So far, the 
Republican-stirred uproar about Jim m y 
Carter's proposed overhaul of federal in­ 
come 
taxes 
has 
produced 
more 
argument than information 


For the center of the controversy is a 
Republican interpretation of Carter's 
position — an interpretation which the 
Democratic presidential nominee calls 
completely distorted 


At this point, the dispute reveals more 
about campaign tactics and generaliza­ 
tions than about the positions of Carter 
and President Ford on specific, future 
changes in the federal tax code 
But there are indications that the next 
phase of the controversy may include 
more substantive discussion ol rival 
positions on capital gains and other tax 
advantages which Carter has indicated 
he w ould curtail or elirrtmate 


Issue moves to center stage 


If nothing else, the issue has been mov­ 
ed to the center of the campaign stage 
just in time for the leadoff debate be­ 
tween Ford and Carter on Thursday 
night 


Since the early days of his campaign, 
long before his nomination. Carer has ad­ 
vocated a total overhaul of the tax code 
He has done so in general terms, declin­ 
ing to itemize detailed, specific changes 
Ironically, he was declining to do so 
again, 
in 
an 
interview 
with 
The 
Associated Press, when he made the 
comment seized upon by the Republicans 
as evidence that he wants to raise the in­ 
come taxes of half the American people 
The issue flared over his description of 
mean or median income as the line bet­ 


ween higher and lower 
Republican vice presidential nominee 
Bob Dole keynoted an orchestrated cam 
paign that quickly was joined by top ad 
m in istratio n 
econom ic 
o ffic ia ls 
asserting that Carter meant he would 
raise taxes on those making more than 
the median. 
Carter accused Dole and Ford of com 
pletely distorting his position He said he 
would never increase taxes on lower and 
middle income groups 
As he has throughout the campaign, he 
called for reform of a tax code he 
describes as a disgrace, urging a shift of 
the burden to those who make the most 
money. By way of counterattack, he add­ 
ed that Republicans always have pro­ 


teeted the rich, the big corporations and 
the special interest groups 
Carter said those groups would pay 
more under his program 


Carter has not and did not describe 
those income categories m dollar terms 


The median family income in 1974 was 
$12,836. and since has risen slightly It is 
the income level at which there are as 
many families making more money as 
there are those making less 
Stuart Eizenstat, Carter s chief issues 
adviser, said it would take further study 
to determine the income level at which 
Carter would propose that taxes be in­ 
creased 
But he said it would be far 
higher than the median 


The 
controversy 
stemmed 
from 
Carter’s comments m the AP interview 
on Friday Carter said that he intends to 
simplify the tax code, curtail exemp­ 
tions, and "shift a substantia! increase 
toward those who have the higher in­ 
comes,' while reducing taxes on those in 
lower and middle income groups 
Responding to a series of questions 
that followed. Carter repeatedly said he 
did not know what level of income would 
represent the breaking point between 
those who would pay more and those who 
would pay less 
Those disclaimers were m keeping 
with his prior statements on the tax 
issue, for Carter has sought all along to 
avoid detailed figures and to keep his 
proposal in general terms

Secretary of the Treasury 
William E. Simon said Carter "has final­ 
ly become specific. 
“ In the first major announcement of 
his tax plan, he calls for increased taxes 
on all families earning more than $14,000 
a year." Simon said. 


IND EPEN D EN C E, MO. >AP) - In a 
display of "party unity" the incumbent 
4th District Democratic Congressman 
endorsed the Democratic candidate for 
his seat, even though he had supported 
another Democrat in the primary. 
Rep. 
William 
Randall Sunday 
endorsed State Sen Ike Skelton Randall 
had supported State Sen. Jack Gant of In­ 
dependence in the Democratic primary. 


Taken literally, and discounting his 
repeated statements that he didn't know 
the earnings level at which taxes might 
be increased, Carter’s response could be 
interpreted to mean he would seek an in­ 
crease on all those over the median 
income 


That was the reading chosen by the 
Republicans. 


Carter said in the interview that he saw 
no problem for the voters in the fact that 
he had not spelled out the impact of the 
changes he was advocating 


“ I think the principles that I have spell­ 
ed out to you would in every instance con­ 
vince the average American family that 
their taxes are going to be no higher or 
perhaps even lower in some instances, 
depending on their income, and that their 
taxes as levied will be fair," he said

TWA workers return; 


strike is short-lived

Trans World Airlines service was 
returning to normal today after a brief 
weekend strike of mechanics and other 
ground personnel over wages ended 
Sunday following high-level mediation in 
Washington 
Secretary of Labor W.J. Usery Jr had 
ordered the emergency bargaining ses­ 
sion in the capital, and he later praised 
company and union negotiators for "a 
sincere and determined effort to end a 
serious dispute." 
The 12,000 striking workers began 
returning to their jobs Sunday, but they 
are not expected to vote on the tentative 
agreement for about two weeks. 
TWA, which carries 43,000 passengers 
daily on 443 flights, said its domestic ser­ 
vice was expected to be normal today, 
and that full service on flights to Europe. 
Africa and the Middle East would be 
restored by Tuesday. 


The 28-hour strike that started at mid­ 
night Friday forced many passengers 
with TWA reservations to find space on 
other airlines, but TWA said there were 
no reports of passengers being stranded, 
and other airlines said their flights were 
not overcrowded Air traffic is normally 
lighter on Saturdays than weekdays. 
The 
strikers, 
members 
of 
the 
International Association of Machinists 
and 
Aerospace 
Workers, 
included 
mechanics, ramp servicemen, and din­ 
ing, commissary, cleaning and teletype 
workers. 
According to TWA, they were making 
an average of $16,500 annually under a 
contract extended after it ran out last Oc­ 
tober 31. 
Details of the tentative agreement 
were not disclosed pending ratification 
by the union membership

Sewing techniques that 


make a difference 


By M ABEL S. OBENCHAIN 


There are certain basic sew­ 
ing techniques that you must 
know to complete a successful 
sewing project. Following we 
describe some of the most im­ 
portant: 
The 
d ifferen ce 
in 
a 
professional-look 
and 
that 
homemade look will depend on 
the care taken in assembling 
your garment 
Fit, sewing 
methods and shaping material 
are the hidden details essen­ 
tial to every garment, so give 
each your undivided attention 
Don’t overfit. You must be 
able to move and sit in your 
dress. Stay-stitch all curved 
and 
bias edges, 
baste 
in 
details for shaping (darts, 
etc.), and baste shoulder and 
side seams. Be careful not to 
stretch the pieces. Try gar­ 
ment on right side out, over 
the under-garments you in­ 
tend to wear Pin alterations 
and rebaste. Try on again 
before final stitching 
Stay-Stitching — w ill control 
off-grain edges and prevent 
them from stretching Make a 
row of machine stitches about 
one-eighth inch beyond seam 
line on the five-eighth inch 
allowed for seams. 
Seams — Baste or pin before 
you 
sew 
the 
seams. 
Tie 
threads at ends of seams. 
Directional Stitching — This 
means stitching with the grain 
lines and avoid stretching off- 
grain edges. Run your finger 
along the cut edge of the 
fabric. When the fabric stret­ 
ches and ripples, the direction 
is against the grain. If it re­ 
mains flat, the direction is 
with the grain. Your stitches 
should be made with the grain. 
On straight edges or true bias, 
you may stitch in either direc­ 
tion. 
Clip and Trim Seams — For 
flat, smooth seams on bulky 
fabrics or when facing and in­ 
terfacing 
are 
used, 
it 
is 
necessary to grade seams. 
This means to trim one seam

cut off a little at each side of

To make the outer edges of a 
collar lie flat when turned, cut 
narrow notches in the shape of 
a “ v.” Do not cut quite to the 
seam line, (c) 
Pressing Problems — There 
is more to pressing than an 
iron and a board 
Different 
handling is required for dif­ 
ferent details. The equipment 
listed will make your pressing 
problems 
vanish. 
A 
good 
steam iron and a sturdy board 
are 
musts. 
Tailor’s 
ham, 
pressing mitt, sleeve board, 
seam roll and pressing cloths 
are all essential. Remember, 
always press with the straight 
grain of the fabric; lift and 
press — do not push the iron 
along Set up your pressing 
equipment close to your work 
area, and press as you sew 
Never cross one seam with

DEAR POLLY — How do I remove crayon stains from 
permanent press clothes? While drying some clothes a 
blue crayon melted on them. Also, how does one remove 
cooking grease? — DEBORAH 


DEAR DEBORAH — Permanent press garments do 


present a problem, as they tend to retain stains. Any st^in 


should be immediately sprayed with warm water. One 
laundry authority for such clothes suggests following this 
by the use of powdered bleach or hydrogen peroxide. Then 


rinse and launder as usual. Crayon stains can be loosened 


with kitchen shortening put on and then detergent worked 
in, until the outline of the stain disappears. Then launder. 


Repeat if necessary and pre-treat with a liquid household 
cleaner. Plenty of detergent rubbed in greasy stains 
before laundering should remove the stains. 
When nothing else has been previously used I have had 


great luck removing crayon stains with either toothpaste 
or petroleum jelly. Rub well into stain, let stand a minute 


or so and then launder. This has worked well for me on 


synthetics, too. — POLLY.

That’s absurd, of course, for no one has 
found anything in Jim m y Carter's record 
to 
suggest 
he 
is 
a 
religious 
bigot 
Catholics apparently know this, for polls 
cited by Carter show him with 6 per cent 
greater support among Catholics than 
among Protestants 


Maybe this concern about Carter's 
religiosity is not denominational, has 
nothing to do with church dogma Maybe 
it’s just that a man who teaches Sunday 
school is 
to o religious for American 
voters. 


This hardly seem s the answer when a 
recent Gallup Poll found that 9 4 per cent 
of people in the U. S. say they believe in 
God and 56 per cent characterize their 
religious beliefs as being "very impor­ 
tant.” 
Maybe Carter is suspect because of 
our aversion to mixing religion and 
politics. Is it that Americans regard a 


"born-again Christian” like Carter as 
a 
sort 
of 
inherent 
violation 
of

principle 
of 
separation 
of 
church and state9 


That doesn’t make any sense either 
Some of the people now working hardest 
to portray Carter’s religious devotion as 
a threat to constitutional safeguards are 
the very people who went to Kansas City 
and pushed through a GOP platform 
plank calling for the reinstitution of 
prayer in public schools. 


I wind up with two conclusions. 


— A lot of characters out there know 
that millions of Americans are highly 
vulnerable to demagoguery designed to 
exploit religious beliefs. If they can ’t un­ 
do Jim m y Carter on other issues, they 
will try to portray him as a religious 
fanatic who is a threat to something or 
other 
— Millions of Americans have become 


intensely suspicious of politicians pro­ 
fessing piety. They haven’t forgotten how 
the biggest crook ever to occupy the 
White House, Richard Nixon, m ade a 
show of bringing the Rev. Billy Graham 
and assorted other preachers right into 
the White House to conduct services. 


But one thing we know about Jim m y 
Carter; he didn't suddenly start teaching 
Sunday school as a cam paign gimmick to 
help

presidency. 
His 
religious devotion is of such longevity 
that none of us has reason to think he is 
posturing. 


I personally don’t care if he’s Catholic 
or Protestant, hard-shell Baptist or Holy 
Roller. I’m a lot more comfortable with a 
politician whose religious activities are 
long-standing than with one who takes a 
crash course in Bible-reading arid hymn- 
singing just before every election

PLO raising funds 


in United States

WASHINGTON 
- 
The 
P alestine 
Liberation Organization is raising funds 
in the United States for its guerrilla ac­ 
tivities. On at least one occasion, money 
has been routed through the PLO ’s P er­ 
manent Observer post at the United N a­ 
tions. 


The funds collected from PLO sy m ­ 
pathizers in this country have been 
deposited in a PLO account overseas. 
The account is used to finance PLO 
operations, presumably including ter­ 
rorist raids and airplane hijackings 


Through several intermediaries, we 
have obtained proof of the clandestine 
PLO collections in the United States It 
consists of a thank-you note, written in 
Arabic on the stationery of the PLO ’s 
United Nations office. 
The letter 
is 
signed by Ja co b El-Oubedi, the PLO ’s 
top fund raisier in Beirut, and is ad­ 
dressed to the "Palestinian Committee in 
the State of Virginia.” 


It relates bow the Virginians had col­ 
lected $4.08 4, which El-Oubedi said would 
go into the "P L O national chest.” El- 
Oubedi’s code name, by the way, is "Abu 
Khaled ” 


"We hope you will continue to work for 
our holy cause and a revolutionary vic­ 
tory,” wrote El-Oubedi He noted that the 
Virginian's money had been turned over 
to him by the PLO director in New York. 
Zoher Tarazi 


Tarazi acknowledged that El-Oubedi 
had been in the United States and that a 
fund-raising effort is going on But he in­ 
sisted forcefully: "They are not using 
this channel” for collecting funds. 


We pointed out that Hl-Oubedi's letter 
was written on the PLO's United Nations 
stationery. Tarazi then recalled that the 
Virginians had delivered the $4.08 4 check 
to him, and that he had forwarded it to 
El-Oubedi 
"We were just 
a 
pigeon 
drop,” he said. 


Although Tarazi admitted the fund 


drive reached into many states, he said 
money for the PLO was scarce. "When I 
think about the billions going to other 
p laces!” he exclaimed. He alluded to the 
massive fund-raising efforts in behalf of 
Israel. 


Footnote: The PLO is registered with 
the Justice Department as a foreign 
agent, but only for "information ac­ 
tivities,” not fund collecting. There is no 
registration for El-Oubedi

WASHINGTON — Contrary to the best 
image of government, Rep Robert L.F. 
Sikes will be coming back to Congress 
next year. The Florida Democrat won his 
party’s recent primary and as usual will 
have no Republican opposition in the 
general election Unless his constituents 
get religion, and boycott the November 
polls unanimously, the aging warlord is 
guaranteed his 19 th legislative term 


Hence 
justice 
loses 
again Wrong triumphs 
Democracy weakens. It 
is not just that Robert 
S ik e s 
d e s e r v e s 
re- 
e le c t io n 
l e s s 
than 
anyone in Washington, 
it is also the manner in 
which his victory will 
come. He is one of the 
few congressmen ever 
to be reprimanded by his peers for of­ 
ficial 
irreg u larities, 
he 
is 
widely 
suspected of having regularly used his of­ 
fice for personal gain, yet there is no one 
in his district willing to challenge him on 
the November ballot. 


He is not of course, the only federal 
lawmaker without opposition this fall By 
latest count there are 25 Democrats 
(in clu din g 
one 
se n a t o r) 
and 
six 
Republicans who have no general elec­ 
tion opponents. Add to this the 150 or 
more legislators of both parties who have 
only token opposition and the nation is 
faced with the sad fact that about 40 per 
cent of November’s contests are merely 
formal exercises. Small wonder reform 
in Washington remains a thing of a 
remote future. 


Who are these automatic returnees? In . 
many instances they are good men and 
women whose service is such as to 
discourage challenge from newcomers. 
Ju st as often, however, they are ques­ 
tionable stiffs who are locked into power 
by 
political 
machines 
and 
ignorant 
voters. Sikes is in the latter category. Ac­ 
tually, he leads the category. His story 
darkens a candle on A m erica’s bicenten­ 
nial birthday cake. 


Sikes cam e to Congress in 19 41 from 
the panhandle of Florida. The war was 
on, and he was swift enough to realize 
benefit from 
it for himself and his 
district. He hopped aboard the military 
bandwagon and turned it in the direction 
of his supporters. In 36 years of effort 
Sikes has remade Florida's First District 
into a kind of armed cam p with nine m a­ 
jor military installations, which now 
receives about $500 million in annual sub­ 
sidies from the nation’s defense budget. 


Undoubtedly this has been good for the 
folks west of the Apalachicola. As chair­ 
man of the House Military Construction 
subcommittee, Sikes has become "M r 
Military” at the Pentagon, and his every 
wish has rained profit on his consti­ 
tuents. 
The 
av erag e 
congressional 
district receives about $7 million a year 
in 
military 
construction 
money, 
but 
Florida's First receives seven times this 
sum. Those who have voted or Sikes all 
these years have voted for their own 
bank accounts. 


But while his people have prospered, 
Rep. Sikes has grown rich. According to 
public records he has used his federal 
and military influence for various per­ 
sonal advantages. He has been a m ajor 
stockholder in a U.S. naval base bank 
which he helped establish; he has held 
substantial holdings in 
Fairchild 
In­ 
dustries (while voting for $170 million 
worth of federal finances for the military 
contractor); and despite the rules of the 
House, he has sponsored legislation to 
enhance the value of land in which he has 
had a financial interest. 


It was for these reasons Sikes was 
reprimanded by his colleagues recen tly.. 
It was a mild rebuke; 
congressmen 
dislike punishing their own. for who 
knows whose turn is next9 Still, Sikes is 
disgraced. 


And 
yet 
back 
home 
he 
remains 
unbeatable. He rolled over a primary 
challenger with 75 per cent of the vote 
And in November he will appear alone on 
the ballot. This says far less about Sikes 
than it does about those who defer to 
Sikes. Never mind his ethics, his misuse 
of power, his breaking of legislative 
rules; as long as he can keep the money 
flowing from Washington to Pensacola, 
the people are blind. 


And so it is in many other congres­ 
sional districts The legislature is c ra m ­ 
med with the corrupt, the incompetent 
and the arrogant, yet 9 0 per cent of those 
who stand for re-election this year will be 
re-elected, because that’s the way the 
people choose it

Cattle feeders in Iowa had 
average losses of about $3.85 
per hundredweight on yearly 
steer programs for the first 
seven months of 
1976, ac­ 
cording 
to 
Gene 
Futrell. 
Based on U SD A estimates, 
returns

feeding in the Great Plains 
averaged more than $6 per 
hundredweight loss for the 
first seven months of Ihis 
year All estimates were on 
final slaughter weights. 
Unless feed cattle prices 
strengthen more than

seems probable, feeders will 
have losses on most cattle sold 
through the remainder of 1976. 
Defoliate 
A 
lush 
growth of green 
weeds in soybean or grain 
sorghum creates harvesting 
problems.

Crop residues 
Much has been said about 
the use of crop residues as a 
source of beef cattle feed. For 
many years farmers grazed 
stock fields and there were 
few agronomic implications. 
Most of the manure and the 
coarse residues were left in 
the field and trampled into the 
soil. In recent years, more and 
more farmers have been col­ 
lecting the residue into large 
stacks or bales and complete­ 
ly removing them from the 
field This does have drastic 
implications from the stand­ 
point of soil structure, soil ero­ 
sion and fertility costs. 
Research indicates that ero­ 
sion is 30 per cent greater on 
fall-plowed land where corn 
stalks have been removed. A

Soybeans will yield more as 
hay when the grain yield is 
less than 8 bushels per acre 
Winter feeds 
In cases where the roughage 
supply is extremely limited, 
the purchase of feed will be 
n e c e s s a r y .

minimum amount of hay is 
needed in a beef cattle ration, 
the purchase and use of grain 
is at times more economical 
than the purchase of hay.
